Troubleshooting 


¢ If BOUNCY is turned ON but doesn’t respond 
when you're near, she might be taking a “nap.” 
Just press her back to “wake” her up, then pet her 
forehead to show her you're ready to play. 


If BOUNCY still doesn’t function properly, restart 
her by moving the ON/OFEF/TRY ME switch to the 
OFF position for a few seconds, then back to the 
ON position and press the button on her back. If 
she doesn’t move or make sounds after that, it may 
be time to change the batteries. 


Grooming Your Puppy 


To clean your puppy, gently brush her with a cloth 
or soft brush to loosen any dirt. Then use a slightly 
damp cloth to remove stains. 


¢ To prevent staining, wipe off dirt immediately. 


* Do not get wet; to remove stains, use only a 
slightly damp cloth. 


¢ Do not use detergent or stain removers. 
¢ If puppy gets wet, remove batteries and let dry; 


once puppy is completely dry, replace batteries.
